Nicosia. A. folnt Cyprus-GDR 
Communique, Issued' here at Ihe 
end of a visit lo Cyprus made 
by Erich Monecker, General Sec- 
retary of Ihe Central Committee 
of the GDR's Socialist. Unity 
Party and Chairman of the GDR 
State Council for talks With Pre‘. 
aldent Spyros Kyprlanou of- Cyp- 
rus, stresses - that the preserva- 
tion of peace is the main task 
of the day. The two sides' sires-, 
sed Uie need for spadHe urgent 
measures to be taken to preserve 
peace and achieve disarmament. 

The heads of the two states 
resolutely condemned Israel's ■ 


barbaric aggiv&slon against Le- 
banon. They demanded an un- 
conditional ' Israeli withdrawal 
from all the Arab territories oc- 
cupied since 1967 and (be lm- 
.plementalloo of the" inaJfeiiable 
rights of the Arab people 1 of Pa- 
lestine, Including ihelr right for 
Self-delennlnaUon ond Tor an In- 
dependent state or their own. 

It is stated in the communique 
that the two rides expressed 
profound anxiety over th» lack 
of progress In the solution or 
the Cyprus problem. They called 
lor Ihe full Implementation of 
the UN resolution on Cyprus.

Washington. The Reagan ad- 
ministration has again shown 
Us unconditional support (or 
the Israeli aggressors. State 
Secretary George Schultz has 
made a statement In which ha 
threatens that the Untied States 
will withdraw from the UN 
General Assembly should tills 
international body vote that 
Israel be expelled from UN 
membership. 

As is known, a group ol 
Arab countries haa moved that 
Israel should be excluded from 
the UN General Assembly fol- 


lowing the barbaric aggression 
commuted by the Israeli sol- 
diers against the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples. 

Schultz haa also announced 
that the United States Is sus- 
pending payment of Us finan- 
cial contribution to the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
which last monlh discontinued 
Israel's membership. The Slate 
Secretary has stressed that si- 
milar steps will be taken by 
Washington against other UN 
agencies should they vote to 
expel Israel. 


THE MED SHOULD BE ZONE 
OF STABLE PEACE AND COOPERATION 


Some. To ensure disarma- 
ment and security In the Me- 
diterranean la ti major impera- 
tive of our time. This was 
Stated by First Deputy Prime 
Minister of Malta. Joseph Ces- 
sar, speaking at a meeting of 
tha Consultative Council of the 
Socialist International on Dis- 
armament. held In tha Maltose 
capital, Valletta.

The cupula ol Lbe planetarium ol ibis spectacular building 
of concrete and gloss rises above Ihe rool like a rocket shoot- 
ing up against Ihe earths gravity. The museum ol cosmo- 
nautics stands in Ihe middle ol an ancient park, In the clly 
ol Kaluga. „ , 

Kaluga la Ihe home town ol Russian scientist Konstantin 
Tstolkovaky who at the turn ol the century proved mathema- 
tically that it was possible for Mon to penetrate the expan- 
ses of the Universe. The small wooden house In which he 
lived for 40 year* on Ihe banka of llie Oki River baa been 
turned into a memorial museum. When the study and explo- 
ration of space began ou an Intensive scale, It was decided 
lu build a cosmonautics museum in Kaluga. The cornerstone 
of Ihe building was laid by Yur! Gagarin. 

This October, it is 15 years since the museum was foun- 
ded. It has been vlBlted by millions ol people. On display are 
unmanned apace probes, interplanetary stations, luniks and 
soma unique Items— lbs first Sputnik, (he cabin In which 
Valery Bykovsky went up Into space and Yuri Gagarin's log- 
book with the entries he made during his flight. 

In the two decades since Gagarin made his pioneering 
flight, 5.T Soviet and to foreign cosmonauts have followed In 
bis stead, starting oft from Ihe Baikonur Cosmodrome. Before 
their Hlghls they all went to Kaluga and many ol them re- 
corded (heir Impressions Iq Ihe visitors' book. We are proud 
and lioppy to have visited the great museum dedicated to 
Tslolkovsky, (be father of cosmonautics, and to the designers 
at space rocket technologies, was what Sigmund JSUn, the 
GDR cosmonaut, wrote In the book. 


FUEL FOR THE VOLGASIDE FROM THE NORTH 


Construction workers in 
Nefteyugansk have started work 
on tha construction of a new 
plpellna between Western Sibe- 
ria and the Volgaslde.

But 
his is not necessarily to be regretted, lor there 
i plenty of potential In the Estonian cinema to 
ise acting latent In whatever form it comes. 

Kark is a man o! few words though by no 
means morose. Ho has an enviable sense of 
humour and Is fairly sceptical in Ms own regard. 
He collects old motor bikes and Is a speed ad- 
dict.

Uon from tha Austrian Insurance
